The  basic  approach  will  be  conversational, 
but  due  emphasis  will  be  given  to  grammar  and  read- 
ing. The  orientation  will  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  class,  and  may  include  the  use  of  the  language 
in  travel,  as  an  avenue  to  cultural  understanding,  and 
in  daily  life.

Are  there  sound  standards  of  good  and  evil,  beauty 
and  ugliness?  What  norms  should  govern  the  balance 
between  freedom  and  authority?

Managers 

Fundamental  concepts,  principles  and  practice  of 
finance  and  accounting  designed  specifically  for 
operating  managers.  The  course  begins  with  the  basic 
principles  of  bookkeeping  and  accounting  and  goes 
on  to  review  financial  statement  analysis,  cost  ac- 
counting, and  methods  of  finance.  The  lecture  dis- 
cussion method  concentrates  on  the  influence  which 
these  financial  and  accounting  concepts  have  on 
planning,  decision  making,  and  the  interpretation  of 
results.

Recruitment  and  training,  wage  and  salary  adminis- 
tration, the  Labour  Relations  Act,  and  contract 
negotiations. 

Financial  analysis  and  planning,  asset  management, 
sources  of  funds. 

Organization  theory,  functions  of  management, 
small  business  management.
